President Eliot, of .Harvard, in his 
annual report again advocates a three- 
year course for bachelor degrees of arts 
and sciences, notes that not withstand 
ing the hard times gifts to the univer- 
sity amounted to 1*691,896 and once 
more scathingly denounces foat ball 
as a demoralizing 'spectacle and unfit 
for college sport. 

The tariff debate will be continued in 
the House of Representatives this week 
and the speeches, a half hundred at 
least, -will be made. Evening sessions 
will be held, and there appears to be a 
general disposition to expedite the dis- 
cussion so far as possible without in- 
justice to any of the J manifold inter- 
ests involv ed, 

The chief of police of New Orleans is 
to serve three months in prison for 
shooting at an editor who published an 
objectionable article. Good. We are 
glad to see that newspaper men are 
having their inning and are given pro- 
tection in some parts of the U. S. 

Robin Cooper, recently convicted at 
Nashville of complicity in the murder 
of ex-Senator Carmack and sentenced 
to 20 years in prison, will, it is report- 
ed, while out on bail of $25,000, be mar- 
ried in a few days and take a bridal 
trip to Europe. 

Mr. Edwards, of Georgia, is tired of 
drawing $7,500 for his services as a 
member of Congress. He is willing to 
hold the job for $5,000 a year. Accord- 
ingly, he has introduced a bill to reduce 
the salary of members from $7,500 to 
*5,000. 

An offer for Willie Whilla, the kid- 
naped boy, to go on the stage at $1,000 
per week has very sensibly been turned 
down by the boy’s father.
